Paris, May 4.—F'ire broke out at 4 o'clock 
this aftefnoon in a crowded charitable 
‘Hazaar fl ine Rue Jean Coujon, at which 
the Duchess d’'Uzes and other well-known 


patronesses were present. , 
The number of those burned to death has | 
gone beyond 100, and in the terrible panic 
following the outbreak of the fire nearly 
4 hundred persons were injured.

Great Crowd at the Bazaar. 

A policeman who was on duty at the 
doors of the bazaar says that from 1,500 
to 1,800 people were in the building when 
the fire broke out. He adds that the 
alarm caused a general panic, followed 
by a terrible rush for the doors which 
were soon choked with people, thus pre- 
venting the escape of many who might 
otherwise have been saved. 

The strong trampled upon the weak; the 
young crushed the old to the floor. 

The bazaar was 300 feet long by 180 feet 
wide and constructed almost entirely of 
wood. 

The Dowager Duchess d’Uzes is one of 
the most prominent women in France. 
The young Duchess d’Uzes was, »efore 
her marriage, Mme. Marie de _  Luines, 
daughter of the late Duc de Chaulnes, She 
was married in Paris on January 10, 1834, 
in the chapel of the Convent of the Sacred 
Heart, where she was educated. The Duc 
d’Uzes is the premier duke of France, 
the creation of his title dating back to 
1565. : 

Further details just obtained show that 
before the firemen could arrive the roof 
of the bazaar crushed in, burying nume 
bers of those who had been unable to make 
their egress from the building. 

Survivor Tells His Experience. 

The building was erected in the flimsi- 
est manner, the nudity of the scaffolding 
inside being concealed by tapestry hang- 
ings of the most inflammable material. 

Moreover, there was only one exit. The 
bazaar was in full swing when suddenly 
about 4 o’clock the cry of fire rose in the 
quarter where the kimematograph was be- 
ing exhibited. One of the survivors tells 
to the correspondent of the -Associlated 
Press his experience: 

“The place was crammed full of people 
and the heat was stifling. Being uncomfort- 
able my friends and I determined to leave, 
but somehow we could not make much 
headway through the throng toward the 
door. I lagged a little behind, when on 
a sudden a shout of fire was raised and in- 
stantly all was commotion. 

“We tried to keep cool, but the rusn from 
behind forced. us forward and w2 were 
separated. Then I tried to work my way 
back, but I was carried off my feet and 
carried backward and forward in the sway- 
ing crowd, I lost my hat; then my coat 
was torn off and then my waistcoat. All 
this happened in a few seconds. 

The Fearful Struggle for Life. 

“Immediately the full extent of the ca- 
lamity dawned upon us all. The flames 
spread with startling rapidity through the 
whole biulding, which rumbled like a liv- 
ing furnace, but the uproar of the confla- 
gration could. not drown the groans and 
cries of the agonized crowd. Gradually I 
found myself pushed back against the wall 
of the building and finally succeeded in 
scrambling through an opening made by 
some of those who were near me. Two 
seconds later I would have been a victim, 
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before I heard a dreadful crash as the blaz- 
ing roof fell in. . 

“I cannot déscribe the struggle for life 
which ensued. No words can depict the 
horror of the scene. It seems as I look 
back upon it like a hideous nightmare. 
The whole thing was over in twelve min- 
utes, and nothing remained but the charred 
and blackened ruing of the bazaaar’”’ 

High and Low Search Together. 

The dead were piled in heaps, and es- 
pecially near the exit, where the charred 
remains were five feet deep, arms, legs and 
skulls mingled in inextricable confusion. 
In some cases only the trunks remained. 

The firemen arrived at 6 o'clock, and a 
company of infantry followed to clear the 
ruins and search for corpses. The news 
spread like wildfire. ’ 

All the cabinet ministers now in Paris 
went immediately to the scene. Hundreds 
of equipages streamed along the Champs 
d’Elysee, their occupants with anxious 
tear-stained faces inquiring for relatives. 

There were many heartrendering scenes 
of grief and despair. 

Cabinet ministers, ambassadors, noble- 
men and members of the highest social 
and financial ciicles were side by side with 
the lowliest ead the poorest, anxiously in- 
quiring for their missing relatives, 

About thirty were saved by Pere Am- 
broise and Pere Bailley, who helped them 
over the wall with a ladder to the printing 
room of the newspaper La Croix. 

The staff of the hotel Du Palais lent val- 
uable assistance and saved 150 persons 
through a barred window overlooking 
the bazaar where, while the hotel employ- 
ees were removing the bars, they saw three 
persons burned to death. 

Policemen, their hands covered with 
gioves, have been deputed by the prefect 
of police to pick out the portions of the 
remains and to wrap them in pieces of 
cloth to be transferred in ambulances to 
the Palais d’Industrie. The remains pre- 
Sent a horrible spectacle of limbs burned 
and twisted. On all sides can be seen 
stretchers piled with mutilated corpses. 

Identifying the Dead. 

The whole of the highest society in Paris 
is in a horrible peli-mell, a prey to the 
deepest despair, husbands seeking and 
calling for wives and fathers seeking and 
callings for daughters. Words would fail 
to describe the horror of the scene at the 
Palais d’Industries, where the bodies are. 

They are exposed on the side next to the 
Avenue Banton, in a portion of the build- 
ing now in course of demolition. Here in 
a large room rudely covered with rough 
planks and on sheets spread over planks 
the bodies as they arrive from the ambu- 
lances are being placed in three long rows. 

Here is exemplified death by fire with all 
its horrors, bodies completely nude, limbs 
twisted in the writhings of agony, some 
still having shreds of clothing, which as- 
sist recognition in spite of horrible @ls- 
figurement, and some merely skeletons 
blackened with smoke. 


FATALLY HURT BY  FOOTPAD 


NEGRO STABS MISS EMMA SMITH 
AND TRIES TO ROB HER. 


Victim Was on the Highway Bleeding 
To Death When She Was 
Found. 


Winder, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—At White 
Plains, eight miles north of here, Miss Em- 
ma Smith, of that place, was fatally stab- 
bed because she resisted an attempt at 
highway robbery. 

Miss Smith spent last night at a neigh- 
bor’s and about 12 o'clock today, while 
returning home and almost in sight of the 
house, was accosted ‘by a negro, who de- 
manded her money. 

When told that she had no gmoney, he 
drew a large knife and, with an oath, 
slashed at her. The knife entered the 
left side. 

Miss Smith lay upon the public highway 
for an hour before being discovered. Her 
wound is pronounced fatal by her physi- 
cian. Citizens are in hot pursuit, and if 
the negro is caught a lynching may be ex- 
pected. 

Miss Smitv is able to talk and says she 
is certain the negro is Lon White, who 
worked on 2 neighbor’s place. 


ARREST DISPENSARY OFFICERS 


ATTORNEY GENERAL HAS BEEN 
MAKING INVESTIGATION. 


Officers Will Be Charged with Giving 
Away Articles Seized with 
Liquors. 


Columbia, 8S. C., May 4.—As a result of 
the investigations made by the attorney 
general into the conduct of certain officers 
of the state dispensary it ts Hkely that 
some arrests will be made tomorrow of 
prominent officials. 

The charge against them is that they ap- 
propriated to their own use cigars, lemons, 
etc., which were seized along with certain 
liquors alleged to have been illegally ship- 
ped into the state. | 

They will also be charged with using 
themselves and giving away to friends 
such contraband liquors which belong 
rightfully to the state. | 

The attorney general will not state whom 
he will arrest, but rumor connects the 
name of an ex-commissioner and a promi- 


nent clerk with the arrests. 

The testimony collected by the attorney 
general will be made. public tomorrow and 
will create a big sensation politically and 
otherwise. 


IN SESSION NEARLY TWO HOURS

BEER CATCHES A HEATY BIE 


Lumber Well Protected and Hides Are 
Given a Helping Hand---Reci- 
procity Put Into the Rear 
Ranks---Schedules on 
Tobacco,

Washington, May 4.—(Special.)—The sen- 
ate tariff maker gave Washington a big 
surprise today by reporting their bill to 
the senate. 

It was expected’ that the measure would 
be kept in committee for two days at least, 
and Thursday was the day the prophets 
had selected for its appearance in open 
senate. i 

There was no disposition on the part of 
democratic members of the finance com- 
mittee to urge further delay, however, and 
as was expected he wouid do, Senator 
Jones cast the deciding vote in favor of the 
report. The elimination of the foolish re- 
troactive provision is one of the features of 
the senate bili. 

Perhaps the most notable feature, row- 
ever, is found in the recourse which the re- 
publicans have taken to the internal reve- 
nue tax as the place to get their revenue. 

They have increased the tax on beer from 
$1 a barrel to $44 and they haye done 
what has not been done’ before—placed a 
tax on tea. ! 

In this they acknowledge that "neither the 
Dingley bill as it passed J 
its proytsions were Wilts 
ate, would produce anything like the reve- 
nue which Mr. Dingley and his associates 
so blithely figured on. 

The bill shows throughout the Imprints 
of the hands of western senators. 

They got the wool schedules they asked 
for; they were given a tux on rldes, though 
it must have cut the New f£ngland tariff 
makers to the quick to give this tariff, 
which will cause a howl among the boot 
and shde men; and if these westerners 
had any special interests all they had to 
dv was to ask for it. 

Jones, of Nevada, had the deciding vote 
in the committee and he saw to it that 
the westerners were cared for. 

Georgia will be interested in knowing 
that the $2 rate for lumber its retaired. 
This is what southern lumbermen have 
asked for. 

There is a reduction in rice as compared 
with the Dingley rates, an increase on to- 
bacco, a reduction on some of the grades 
of irun, but not on iron ore or pig iron, 
and the tariff on bauxite, which tne house 
put on in response to southern requests, 
has been stricken out, Dauxite going on 
the rree list. 

Dingley Virtually Disgraced. 

Of caiet interest 18 the ciasn between 
senute and house repuDlicans which 1s 
bound to come. The 140 amendments 
whicn have been piaced on the bill are 
a distinct slap at Dingley and his lieuten- 
ants. 

‘ney have been repudiated at every step 
and tney ure very sore. The whole theory 
on whicn their bill was constructed has 
been overthrown, 

There 1s lable to be a lot of vad :eeling 
before the bill is passed. McKinley is said 
to feel with Dingley, as he gave the Ding- 
ley bul his hearty approval. The senate 
has, however, the whip hand and it is 
the senate bill, substantially as reported, 
which will become tne law of tne land. 

“It will raise revenue envugh,”’ was the 
cumument of Senator Allison, ass-nted to py 
Senatur Aldrich. 

They estimate that the increased reve- 
nue to be raised from beer would be $13,00u,- 
vww and tea $10,000,000. 

Senutor Jones, of Arkansas, said he 
thuught there would be about six werks’ 
dtOute vu the Dill, 

The comments ‘on the bill are of course 
partisan. Some features are very much 
disliked by even republicans, but upon 
the whole the republicans commend and 
the democrats condemn it, though members 
of the committee say that the sub-com- 
mittee has in many particulars improved 
upon the Dingley bill. 

In reporting the bill Senator Aldrich gave 
notice that it would be called up on Tues- 
day, the 18th instant. The time for the 
bill to take effect is made July 1, 1897, in- 
stead of May ist, as provided in the house, 
and the words in the first paragraph “or 
withdrawn for consumption” are stricken 


out. 
The Schedule on Sugar. 

The sugar schedule is as follows: 

Sugar not above No. 16, Dutch sta‘idard in 
color, tank bottoms, sirups of cane juice 
and of beet juice, melada, concentrated 
meiada, concrete and concentrated molas- 
ges testing by the polariscope above 87 and 
not above 88 degrees, 79-100-of one cent per 
pound, and for every additional degree 
shown by the polariscope test, 2-100 of 1 
cent per pound, and fractions of a degree 
proportionate.

Sugar not above No. 16, Dutch standard 
in color, tank bottoms, sirups of cane 
juice and beet juice, melada, concentrated 
melada, concrete and concentrated molas- 
ses, testing by the polariscope not more 
than 87 degrees, 75 per cent. 

Molasses testing above 40 and not more 
than 56 degrees 4 cents per gallon; testing

Machinery for the manufacture of beet 
sugar admitted free. 

Sugarcane in its natural state or unman- 
ufactured 10 per cent; saccharine $1 per 
pound and 10 per cent. 

Hides, Beer and Reciprocity. 

Hides are transfered from the free list 
and the tax on beer is increased to $1.44 
per barrel until January 1, 1900, when it is 


to be $1. 


The retroactive clause of the Dingley tar- 
iff bill is strick2n from the senate bill. 

The entire house provision relating to 
reciprocity has been stricken out and the 
following section substituted: 

“That whenever any country, dependency 
or colony shall pay or bestow, directly or 
indirectly, any bounty or gram upon ex- 
portation of any article or merchandise 
from such country, Sopensener or colony, 
and such article or merchandise is dutia- 
ble wu der ‘the provisions of this act, then 
upon the importation of any such article 
or merchandise- into the United States, 
whether the same shali be imported direct- 
ly from the country of production or oth- 
erwise, and whether such article or mer- 
chandise is imported in the same condi- 
tion as when exported from the country 
of production or has been changed in con- 
dition by manufacture or otherwise, there 
shall be levied and paid in all such cases, 
in addition to the duties imposed by this 
act, an additional duty equal to the net 
amount of such bounty or grant, however 
the game be paid or bestowed. The net 
amount of all such bounties or grants shall 
be. from time to time ascertained, deter- 
mified and declared by tlie secretary of 
the treasury, who shall make all needful 
regulations for the identification of Such 
articles and merchandise ::nd for the as- 
sessment and collection of such additional 
duties.” 

The house provision keeping in force the 
Hawaiian reciprocity treaty, is stricken 
out, the effect being indirectly ty abrogate 
the treaty and impose the same duty on 
Hawaiian sugars as is imposed on" sugars 
from other countries. 

As to Lumber and Tobacco. 

The lumber schedule is changed by add- 
ing after the word timber, the words 
“hewn, sided or squared and round tim- 
ber,”’ and the duty fixed at the rate of 1 
cent per cubic foot as in the house bill. 

The rate of $2 per thousand on all sawed 
boards, ete., is retained, but when planed 
on one side, the additional rate is made 
35 instead of 50 cents per thousand feet 
board measure; when planed, tongued and 
grooved, the additional rate is made 170 
cents per thousand feet board measure in- 
stead of $1; if planed on two sides and 
tongued and grooved $1.05 per thousand 
instead of $1.50. Shingles 25 cents per thou- 
sand. Placed.on the free list are poplar and 
other pulp woods, ‘heading holts, stave 
bolts and railroad ties. 

Section 3368, Revised Statutes, relating to 
internal revenue taxes on tobacco, was 
changed to read as follows: 

“Upoe tobacco and snuff manufactured 
and sold, or removed tor consumption, 
or use, tnere shail be levied and coliected 
the following taxes: On snuff, ‘manufac- 
tured of topacco or any supstitute for 
tobacco, ground, dry, damp pickled, scent- 
ed or otherwise, of all descriptions, when 
prepared for use, a tax of eight cents per 
pound, And snuff flour, when soid or re- 


for use or consumption, shall be 
put up

‘On all chewing and smoking tobacco, 
finecut, cavendigsh, plug or twist, cut or 
granulated, of every description; on tobac- 
co twisted by hand or reduced imto a con- 
dition to be consumed, or in any manner 
other than the ordinary mode of drying 
and curing, _——— for sale or comsump- 
tion, even if prepared without the use of 
any machine or instrument and without 
being pressed or sweetened; and om all fine- 
cut shorts and refuse scraps, clippings, cut- 
tings and sweepings of tobacco, a tax of 
eight cents per pound.’’ 

Cigars and Cigarettes. 

Gection 3394 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended so as to read: ' 

‘Upon cigars which shall be manufactur- 
ed or sold, or removed for consumption 
or. sale there shall be assessed and coulect- 
ed the following taxes, to be paid by the 
manufacturer thereof: On cigars of all de- 
scriptions, made of tobacco or any substi- 
tute thereof, $3 per thousand; on cigarettes 
weighing not more than three pounds per 
thousand, $1 per thousand:,on cigarettes 
weighing more than three pounds per thou- 
sand, $3 per thousand.”’ 

The house provision for duties on im- 
ported tobacco have beem stricken out and 
the following duties inserted on imported 


tobacco: 

“Wrapper tobacco and ffiller tobacco, 
when mixed or packéd with more than 9 
per cent (in weigint) of wrapper tovacto, 
and all leaf tobacco, the product of two 
or more countries or dependencies, when 
mixed or packed together, if unstemmed, 
$1.50 per pound; if stemmed, $2.25 per pound; 
tiller tobacco, not especiaily provided for 
in this act, if unstemmed, so. cents per 
pound; if stemmed, ov cents per pound. 

A paragraph is inserted ldefining tobacco 
terms as follows: 

“The term wrapper tobacco, as used 
in this act, means that quality of leaf 
tobacco which is suitable for cigar wrap- 
pers, and the term filler tobacco, means 
ali other leaf tobacco. Collectors of cus- 
toms shall not permit entry to be made, 


except under regulations to be prescribed 
by tary of the treasury, of any 
tobacco, unless the invoices of the 


same shall specify in detail the character 
of such tobacco, whether wrapper or filler, 
its origin and quality. In this examination 
for classification of any imported leaf to- 
bacco, at least one bale, box or package 
in every ten, and at least one in every in- 


voice shall be examined by the appraiser 


or person authorized by law to make such 
examination, and at least ten hands shall 
be examined in each examined bale, or 
package.” 

Other changes in the tobacco schedule 
are as follows: 

All other tobacco, manufactured or 
unmanufactured, not especially provided 
for in this act, 40 cents per pound. (House 
rate was 

Snuff and snuff flour and. manufactured 
snuff, house rate 6, senate 40 cents per 
pound. 

Cigars, cigarettes of all kinds, house 
$4.50 per pound and 25 per cent ad valorem; 
senate $4 per pound and 25 per cent ad 
valorem. 

A proviso ts added that cigarettes of all 
kinds weighing less than four pounds per 
thousand, shaJl pay a duty of $3 per pound. 

Cotton Manufactures. 

On cotton thread and carded yarns, warps 
and other forms, except spool thread, 
the house rate was 3-10 of a cent per num- 
ber per pound on numbers exceeding twen- 
ty. The senate bill imposes 3-10 of a cent 
per number per pound in addition to the 
rate of 6 cents a pound on No. 2 on num- 
bers exceeding twenty and up to eighty. 
The senate bill makes the rate on No. 8 
and above, 50 per cent. Crochet darning 
and embroidery cottons on spools are made 
to pay the same rates as theards on spools, 
and it is provided that the duty shall in 
mo case be assessed in a less number of 
yards than is marked on the spools or reels. 

The classification of cotton cloths is 
changed so that the bleached valued at 
over 15 instead of 14 cents per square yard: 
dyed, stained, painted or printed at over 
17% instead of 16, and not bleached, etc., 
at over 1214 instead of 12, ate dutiable at 4 
per cent. The rate on cotton cloth dyed, 
etc., not exceeding three square yards to 
the pound, is changed from 8 to 6% cents 
per square yard, and that exceeding three 
square yards to the pound is to pay 8 
cents. The house duty of 8 cents per 
square yard and 30 per cent on cloth of 
cotton or other vegetable fibre with an ad- 


DOCTORS DISPUTE: 
DEMAND HEARING 


Met Last Night To Investigate 2 
"Breach of Ethics,” 


THREE M. 0.8 WILL BE TRIED 


Drs, Nicolson, Pinckney and McRae 
Demand an Investlgction, 


ACCUSERS WANTED TO WITHDRAW 


The Accused Physicians Were Angered 
at This and Said So in No Un- 
certain Terms---A Red Hot 
Meeting While It Last- 
ed--Lively Times. 


Too hot to handle expresses exactly the 
condition in which the charges brought 
against Drs. McRae, Pinckney and Nicol- 
son were found at the meeting of the 
Atlanta Society of Medicine last night. 

When, in the course of the evening’s 
business, it became necessary to call up 
the charges against these prominent phy- 
sicians, there was such a lively time as 
was never before known in a medical so- 
ciety in the memory of the oldest physi- 
cian in the most dreadfully ethical profes- 
sion now in existence. 

Despite an injunction for calm and cool 
action on the part of President Noble, the 
accused physicians jumped upon the absurd 
charges preferred against them and de- 
nounced them as false from beginning to 
énd. 

The accusers jumped to their feet and 
wanted to withdraw any charges that had 
been brought. This aroused the ire of Dr. 
Nicolson, whe acted as spokesman, and

ed little room were getting entirely too 
warm. Some one jumped to his feet and 
shouted in a loud voice: 

“I move we adjourn.”’ 

The motion was carried with such a rush 
as to almost take the speaker from his 
feet. Amid great confusion the doctors 
filed out and went their way with dazed 
minds. The whole thing had been done ifn 
such short order that few present were 
aware of what was going on until it was 
all over. \ 

The only tangible fact that escaped was 
that the charges were not allowed to be 
withdrawn and were referred to the board 
of censors of the society with instructions 
to report at the next session of the body. 
The board of censors will meet tonight 
and have a hearing of the charges. This 
is as Dr. Nicolson and his associates de- 
manded. 

The meeting of Atlanta’s medical s0- 
ciety last night was one that will go down 
in history. While it was short it was very, 
very warm. Three eminent doctors were 
arraigned upon serious charges—and these 
three doctors were mad. They were smart- 
ing under the allegations made without 
investigation as to their professional con- 
duct and wanted the matter cleared up 
without delay. 

wanted To Withdraw Charges. 

The two physicians who signed the 
charges were sorry they had done so—and 
they wanted to withdraw them at once, 
But it was too late. The papers in the very 
@Wemarkable proceeding had got into a 
place where they would have to go through 
the proper channel before action could be 
taken by the society as a whole. 

This looked decidedly squally for a while 
and had not the motion to adjourn pre- 
vailed at such an interesting time, there 
would have been more sensational stuff. 

Over one hundred men crowded into a 
room of 15x30 feet composed the meeting. 
Doctors were there who had not attended 
a gathering of like character in many 
years. The fact that the charges would 
be brought up gave the society a wonder- 
ful boost and the meeting was by long 
odds the largest since the organization was 
first put into existence. 

And it was a secret meeting, too. No 
bold reporter was allowed to invade the 
sacred sanctum of the ethical. One did 
manage to gain entrance, but he was svcon 
discovered by the lynx-eyed Dr. Louis H. 
Jones, who forthwith penciled a note on a 
prescription blank and hastened it to the 
president announcing the alarming fact. 
The president was very sorry, but the 
meetings were not open to the public and 
the newspaper man was  unmercifully 
bounced. 

Moderation Was Counseled. 

When the meeting was called to order 
Dr. George H. Noble was in the chair. 
The roll call showed that a larze r:a- 
jority of the members of the socicty were 
present. Minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. Two lengthy purers 
on the mortality of infants and the »roper 
way to rear children was read. 

During all this time little attention was

At the conclusion of the last paper Pres- 
ident Noble announced in solemn voice that 
he had a very grave matter to present to 
the body in his official capacity. He prayed 
that there might be calm action taken on 
the question and that no undue excitement 
should prevail. The president had visions 
in his mind, no doubt, of some hot talk. 
In this he was not much mistaken, but had 
not the affair taken the turn it did this 
talk would have been of a much higher 
temperature than was really reached. 

After he had cautioned the members of 
the society, the president unfolded a piece 
of paper with a legal aspect to it. 

The hum of conversation in the room 
had stopped. Every practitioner was on 
the qui vive. The event of the evening had 
arrived and no one wanted to miss a sin- 
gle word or detail. They were all highly 
interested. 

Slowly and distinctly Dr. Noble read the 
charges. They were to the effect that 
Drs. William Perrin Nicolson, Courtney 
Pinckney and F. W. McRae had been guil- 
ty of unprofessiow&¥l conduct in that they 
did furnish information to The Constitu- 
tion concerning an operation they had per- 
formed, in violation of chapter 2, article 1 
and paragraph 3, of the ‘“‘Code of Medical 
Ethics,”” which reads as ollows: 

The Violated Paragraph. 


It is derogatory to the dignity of thé 
profession to resort to pubiic advertise- 
ments or private cards, or hand bills. in- 
viting the attention of individuals afficted 
with particular diseases—pubiicly offering 
advice and medicine to the poor atis, or 
promising radical cures: or to publish cases 
or operations in the daily prints, or suffer 
such publications to be made; laymen to be 
present at operations; to boast of cures 
or remedies, to adduce certificates of skill 
and success or to perfdérm any othér similar.

It is aso derogatory for a physician to 
hold a patent for any surgical operation 
Or secret nostrum. 


No sooner had the names of the physi- 
cins signing the charges, Drs. H. F. Scott 
and J. H. Hancock, been read than Dr. 
Nicolson jumped to his feet and demanded 
recognition from the chair. 

Denounced as False. ' 

This was accorded him and in a red-hot 
speech of only a few moments’ duration he 
denounced the charges as being malicious- 
ly false and without the slightest founda- 
tion. Dr. Nicolson was full of fight and 
his remarks made a profound sensation, 
He was followed, in turn, by Drs. Pinck- 


ney and McRae, who likewise denounced 


every: specification of the charges. 
Dr. Scott Explains. 

Then Dr. Scott arose from the chair in 
which he had been quietly seated through- 
out the proceedings of the evening. All 
Was expectancy. No one knew just what 
the doctor would say, but they did know

Dr. Scott threw a bombshell into the 
camp when he stated that he was sorry 
his name had ever been connected with 
the affair, and that he wished to apologize 
to the gentlemen against whom the charg- 
He said they were 
his friends and he sincerely hoped they 
would continue to be such. In evxp'aining 
his position in the matter, Dr. Scott said 
that when he signed the fatal paper he 
had ho idea his name would ever be re- 
ferred .tto the president ind the prcsecu- 
tion of the case placed in his hancs. 

In concluding the doctor stated that he 
wished to withdraw the charges, as far 
as he was concerned, and have nothing 
more to do with the troublesome matter 

Dr. Hancock Has a Word. 

Dr. Hancock, who was the other signer 
of the charges, arose and stated that he 
likewise would then and there ask per- 
mission to withdraw the charges and have 
no action taken in the matter. 

When this turn in the affairs had come 
the three physicians were mad sure 
enough. Dr. Nicolson was white with ar- 
ger and pent up passion when he replied te 
the statements of his accusers. Said he: 

*“T will not submit to have these charges 
withdrawn and I demand an investigation 
even though it be ordered by myself. At 
the same time I declare these charvges 
against me and my brothers here in the 
profession utterly fulse in their every de- 
tail.—’’ 

“Mr. President, I° move we adjourn,” 
shouted @ voice from one corner of the 
room, where ‘doctors were standing six 
deep. 

Fifty seconds to the motion were made 
simultaneously and an adjournmen® was 
taken with a rush. The medical society 
had évidently heard all they wanted ‘o of 
the matter and were anxious to be rid of 
their unhappy job. 

Will Meet Tonight. 

In the midst of the confusion the charges 
were referred to the board of censors of 
the society. This board will meet tonight 
and examine into the matter. They will 
make up a verdict and report the same to 
the next meeting of the society, which 
occurs a week from next Tuesday. 

In view of the way matters now. stand 
there can be little doubt of the acquittal 
and exoneration of the three accused phy- 
sicians. It ts intimated, however, that the 
affair will not erd with this, but that the 
men arbitrarily placed on trial will be 
heard from in no uncertain manner in the 
near future and fhen something will have 
to look out.

MACON DOG CATCHER HAS A TOUGH TIME 


Mercer Selects Junior Speakers---Wes- 
leyan Recital Proves Attractive. 
Negro Boy Gets Damages. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—A writ of error 
has been granted on the petition of Colonel 
Marion Harris, attorney for Sarah Wil- 
liams, and the case will come up for a 
hearing in a few days in the United States 
supreme court. 

The case is unique and without a parallel 
_in the history of litigation of that sort in 
Georgia. 

Sarah Willlams is an old negress, fully 
eighty years of age, and for thirty years 
she has been notorious for her evasions of 
the Hquor license laws, 

Although she was engaged in selling 
liquor in an alley in the heart of the city 
and ran a blind tiger all that time, she 
was so cunning that the officers were never 
able to catch up with her with sufficient 
evidence to convict. 

Raided the Premises. 

At last the officers decided to raid her 
premises, and in her little hole-in-the-wall 
they found a complete layout of whisky. 
wine, beer and other beverages with glasses 
and paraphernalia for retailing it on the 
sly. 

The testimony was so strong that she 
was convicted oz violating the liquor li- 
cense and a fine »f $25 was imposed on the 
ancient dame. 

Attorney Marion Harris was employed. 
He decided to make a test case of it and 
carried it to the supreme court of the state 
on the ground that the raid and seizure of 
her effects was in violation of the consti- 
tutional rights of the old woman. 

The state supreme court decided against 
him, so he asked for a writ or error from 
that court to the supreme court of. the 
United States on the ground that the 
searching and seizure of her premises and 
her goods waé a violation of the federal 
constitution which guarantees to every 
citizen the protection of the law in such 

The costs of the case will amount to 
about $400, but he is determined to test 
the matter fully in the highest court in 
the land.

A little girl ran out and recovered her pet, 
When Cook returned toward the city and 
was passing the residence, the father, a 
man named Meeks, stopped him and told 
him that if he ever molested a dog on 
his. premises again he would fill him full of 
shot. . 

Cook came to the city and secured a 
summons for Meeks on the charge of re- 
Sisting’ an officer. 

A little later Cook tackled old man Faulk- 
ner, a very peaceable old gentleman who 
has lived here thirty years, and attempted 
to corral a brindle bull fice which was the 
constant companion of Father Faulkner. 
A brilliant row ensued and a case was 
‘made, but Recorder Freeman let the old 
man off on his promise to buy a tag. 

There is: an ordinance requiring every 
owner of a dog to buy a tag for the ani- 
mal on the Ist of February, and there is a 
fine of $2 attachable to the neglect to com- 
ply with the Ordinance, 

But Hugh McKervey has a dog by the 
name of Jeff Davis, a lordly mongrel, that 
has never been tagged, although he is hard 
upon nine’ years old. Every now and then 
a new dog catcher tries to lasso Jeff, and 
he gets bitten in about a hundred and fifty 
different places before he can get away. 

The boys tried to-get Cook to tackle Jeff 
Davis this morning,’ but one look at the fe- 
rocious physiognomy of the veteran caus- 
ed him to back-.out and Jeff walked around 
with his tail curled in a double bow knot 
bidding defiance to all comers. 

He has whipped every dog that ever 
tackled; him and fears man nor beast. A 
few days ago he was engaged in a fight 
with another dog on the street car tracks 
on Cotton avenue, when an overdue trolley 
car whisked around the corner and ran 
over the other dog, killing him outright.

“General Smolenski has declined to ac- 
cept the pos: of chief of staff of the crown 
prirce, as he prefers to remain with his 
own brigade. 

“The decision of the government is mo- 
irentcus, but it is difficult to say whether 
it is absolutely final.” 

London, May 4.—The spccial correspond- 
ent of The Times with the Turkish rorces 
at Velestino telegraphs, under date of 
April 30th, that the Turks have captured 
the village of Kephalo, at the foot of 
the pass, adding that with the re-cnforce- 
ments then en route from Larissa, the 
Turks would undoubtedly be able to force 
the defile and if necessary capture Veles- 
tino. 

“Shortly after I sent the last dispatch,” 
he says, -“‘the Greek fire slackened aad 
gradually ceased. It had been met by the 
Turkish left with admirable steadiness 
and courage, Strong Greek re-enforcements 
were brought up, but the Turkish left re- 
sisted the onslaught. During the baitle 
the Turkish center was hidden behind a 
thick wood which proved an adequate de- 
fense.

The Spaniards numbered 1,300, or over 
twice as many as the insurgents who 
were pitted against them. 

Rey’s route was so complete that he has 
been removed from his command by Wey- 
ler, and will be sent to Spain to answer 
charges of cowardice before a military 
tribunal. 

Rabi’s forces by the use of a dynamite 
gun captured fleeing volunteers, who touk 
the news of the attack on Bayamo to Rey 
at Manzanillo. The Spanish general, on 
the point of embarking witn his command 
for Havana and thence to Spain, decided 
to hurry back with his command to Bay- 
amo to the relief of the garrison. 

Rabi took up a position beyond the ‘city 
and awaited the coming of the Spanisia 
hosts. Before Rey’s men could fire a 
shot, the dynamite gun was opened on 
them and a rattling firing of musketry 
followed. The Spaniards, though taken by 
surprise, pushed on bravely. 

The terrific work of the dynamite gun, 
which was used with frightful effect, how- 
ever, at length dismayed them and a panic 
was soon the result. The terrorized men 
retreated in disorder and were far beyond 
the control of their officers. 

The slaughter of the Spanish troops 
by the dynamite gun was terrible. The 
insurgents were practically unscathed, the 
enemy having had scarcely a chance to 
fire on them. Garcia decided not to hold 
Bayamo, having need of the men for a 
more important work.

mixture of silk, is replaced by a more spe- 
cific paragraph putting the same rates on 
cloth composed of cotton or other vegetable 
fiber silk. whether known as silk, striped 
sleeve linings, silk stripes or otherwise, and 
it is provided that no such cloth shall pay 
less than 50 per cent ad valorem. Cotton 
cloth filled or coated, is made 3 cents per 
Square yard and 20 per cent. 

The term cotton cloth is defined to mean 
all woven fabrics of cotton the warp and 
filling threads of which can be counted by 
unraveling or other practicab.e means. 
Otuside garments of cotton having rubber 
a3 a component matter iastead of all such 
garments are rated at 14 cents per pound 
and 50 per cent, and gloves, which were 
excepted by the house bill, are included. 
The rate on manufactures of cotton not 
Specially provided for is raised from 40 
to 4 per cent. 

Many important changes were made in 
the wool and woolen schedules. In the 
metal schedule there is a reduction on tin 
plates and tuggers tin from 1% cents to 
1 1-14 cents. The provision relieving this 
paragraph from the benefits of a draw back 
is stricken out. 

An advance duty of 40 cents was fixed on 
mica, instead of sliding scale provided 
in the house Dill. 

The house schedule on marble and onyx 
which is 60 cents per cubic foot on the 
rough and $1.10 on the sawed or dressed 
is replaced by the following: Marb!ie or 
onyx in{block, rough or squared only 65 
cents per cubic foot; sawed or dressed, over 
two inches thick, $1.10 per cubic foot: slabs 
or paving tile of same containing not less 
than four superficial inches. If not more 
than one inch in thickness 12 cents per 
superficial foot, more than one and not 
more than one and one-half inches thick 
15 cents, more than one and one-half and 
not more than two inches 18 cents; rubber 
in whole or part 3 cents per foot additional. 


Agricultural Schedule. 

The rates on rice were generally reduced, 
putting cleaned rice at 1% cents per pound, 
instead of 2 cents; uncleaned rice at 8-10 
of a cent, instead of 1% cents; rice flour 
% instead of % cent per pound. 

Peanuts or ground beans unshelled 1% cent 
per pound; shelled 1 cent per pound. ‘This 
is a reduction of % cent. 

Beans are reduced from 50 to 40 cents 
per bushel; hay from $4 to $3.5) per ton; 
hops from 15 cents to 12 cents per pound; 
dried peas changed from 1 cent per pound 
to 20 cents per bushel; evergreen seedlings 
are added to the paragraph in regard to 
tree cuttings and made dutiable at $1.75 
per thousand. 

Articles in this paragraph not specificaliy 
provided for are changed from 3 to 25 per 
cent ad valorem. Potatoes are renduced 
from 25 to 20 cents per mushel. Flaxseed or 
linseed fr6m 30 to 25 cents per bushel, and 
seeds of all kinds not specifically provided 
for from 40 to 25 per cent ad valorem. There 


are numerous changes in the provisions in - 


regard to fruits. Apples, peaches and oth- 
er edible fruit when dried are reduced from 
£ cents to 1 cent per pound, and berries are 
stricken from the dutiable list. Pineapples, 
preserved in their own juice, 25 per cent. 
Oranges and lemons and other citrus fruits 
are placed at 1 per cent instead of % of 1 
cent, as provided in the house Dill. 

Al! the vrovisions of the house bill relat- 
ing to citrus fruits are stricken out, as is 
also the house paragraph fn regard to 
orange and lemon peels. For this last par- 
agraph a substitute is provided containing 
the same rates as the house bill, but mak- 
ing a slightly different classification. 

Duty on Threads Increased. 
¢ there is an increase in the duty on 
threads, made from yarn finer than five 
lea, or number, or from %-to % of a cent 
per pound additional for each lea or num- 
ber. The duty on bags or sacks made from 
plain woven fabrics, is reduced from 1% of 
@ cent per pound to 1 cent per pound. 

There is a slight change in the classifi- 
cation of the handkerchief schedule. There 
is a substitute for paragraph 344 in re- 
gard to woven fabrics composed of flax, 
hemp or ramie, which provides that where 
these articles weigh four ounces or more 
per square vard and contain not more 
than sixty threads to the square inch, 
there shall be a duty of % of a cent per 
pound; where they contain not more than 
120 threads to the inch, 3 cents per pound; 
where they contain not more than 180 
threads to the inch, 10 cents per sqaure 
yard and in addition all the foregoing 30 
per cent. 

Duty on Farm Impiements. 

There is a provision added that none of 
these articles covered in this paragraph 
shall pay a less rate of duty than 53 per 
cent except fabrics weighing less than four 
ounces per square yard, which are to pay 
only 35 per cent. All manufactures under 
this schedule not specifically provided sre 
reduced from 5 to 45 per cent. 

A duty of 20 per cent ad valorem is tm- 
posed on plows, harrows, harvesters, reap- 
ers, agricultural drills, planters, mowers, 
rakes, cultivators, threshing machines and 
cotton gins. 

The following additions are made to the 
house bill free list: 

Fish, except salmon caught ‘n the great 
lakes or other fresh waters, by or for 
citizens of the United States; berries, fruit 
in brine, tropical plants for propagation, 
lemon, Hme and orange juices, lecestone, 
orange and lemon peels, not preserved; rail- 
road ties. There is a new paragraph in re- 
benzol, napthaline, xyiot, phenol and cre- 
free list, and which reads «as follows: 
“Coal-tar, crude, pitch of <coal-tar and 
products of coal-tar, known as creosote oll, 
gard to coal-tar, which continues in the

A PLEASANT § PICTURE IS PRESENTED 


Shows How That Section Has Escaped 
from All Cotton Domination and 
Turned To Profitable Werk. 


Albany. Ga., April 4.—(Staff Correspond- 
ance.)—There are two clements which enter 
into the building up of a great city—a ricn 
Surrounding country upon whict to thrive, 
end a public-spirited newspaper to tell the 
story to the world. 

From what has gone before it will he 
geen that the surrounding country is here, 
end it but remains to say that The Herald 
fills the bill so far as Albany is concerned. 

It is fortunate that Albany has such a 
newspaper, and dvubly fortunate that ske 
has such a man as Colonel Henry McIn- 
tosh to direct it. A snarling, dyspeptic, 
fault-finding newspaper is a heurtache as 
well as an eye-sore; but a cheerful, encour- 
agirg sheet, one which speaks we!l for all 
and gives a Christmas glow to every day 
in the year in a joy forever. 

Colonel McIntosh is a man with royal 
heart and broad mind, striking the right 
by intuition and naturally taking the lead 
among men. This is so well recognized 
that he is constantly called upen for public 
duty, in whatever direction it lies. Conse- 
quently he can speak of Albany and her 
regources as no other man can, and in a 
spirit which carries conviction as to his 
cenclusions. 

“I look upoa Albany," said he, ‘‘as the 
greatest and richest city of its size in Geor- 
gia, and for much of this I will be pardoned 
for saying that The Herald has blazed the 
way. From the very first I have advocated 
the diversity of crops. The subject was 
taken up by our intelligent farmers, and 
the result is the large number of'men who 
have literally dug their way out of the 
ground. Built upon the patronage of such 
men, the trade of Albany is sound. 

“In inaugurating the hog and hominy 
campaign I suggested another ‘H’ so as 
to make the alliteration more complete, and 
the result is that the whole county is 
sweet with the new mown hay, while the 
granaries are kept bursting as an answer 
te the daily prayer, Give us this day our 
daily bread.’ 

“Hog, hominy and hay is what has saved 
this section. 

“We can have the fat of the earth in 
some form or other from one year’s end 
to the other. Butter beans, green corn, cab- 
bage, cucumbers and tomatoes tempt the 
appetite from September to December. The 
gardens begin their work in January, and 

from them on a constant succession of 
‘crops follows—strawbherries and green peas 
in March, potatoes and corn in April. and 
g0 on. 

“Speaking for Albany, without any new 
figures but using generally accepted esti- 
mates in round numbers as based upon for- 
mer counts, we have a business of com- 
manding magnitude. The monthly business 
ef our banks in the cotton months is $2,000,- 
000. rounding up‘an average for the year 
around of $12.000,000. 

“The wholesale and brokerage area of 
this city reaches out forty to sixty miles, 
covering such lines as groceries, liquors, 
drugs, clothing, dry goods, etc. 

“There are two brick kilns with a pro- 
duction of 12.000,000 annually, calling for a 
pay roll of $350 per week, or over $19,000 per 
annum.

“The building up of this wholesale trade 
points to a new era for Albany. If you will 
look at the map you will see that we are 
in the center of the richest agricultural 
spot in Georgia, with railroads and river 
leading te scores of ambitious little towns 
which will become feeders to our trade. 
We have now six railroads pointing out in 
different directions, thus: 

‘The Southwestern, leading to Macon. 

“The Savannah, Florida and Western, to 
Jacksonville. 

“The Brunswick and Western, to Bruns- 
wick. 

“The Albany and Northern, 

“The Columbus Southern.

‘western, 


“A line from Pidcock to Moultrie is con- 
templated to continue through Colquitt and 
Worth counties on its way to this city. 

"The cotton trade of Albany is, of course, 
the overshadowing item, the yearly re- 
ceipts ranging from 50,000 to 60,000, which 
never goes through the compress. 

‘“‘An interesting feature of Albany’s trade 
is shown in the fresh meat markets, as 
from it may be gained some idea of the 
raising of home food supplies. In a cen- 
sus of this sort which I had taken, the 
month’s business by the butchers and fish 
dealers was 325 beeves, 30 sheep, 230 hogs, 
350 barrels of fish, 300 gallons of oysters, 
with chickens, turkeys and fowls of all 
kinds, the record of which was inacces- 
sible. This made the amount spent in 
meats about $8,000 per month, while 18,000 
pounds of sausage meats monthly account- 
ed for another $8,000. 

“But what I regard as one of the greatest 
eras in the history of Albany was its hay 
day. All through this country grows tife 
crabgrass and crowfoot, which has been 
looked upon as a nuisance, because it in- 
terfered with the cotton growing. Every 
year was waged the battle against ‘General 
Green,’ as it was called. As a part of the 
new diversified farming the preservation of 
this forage crop came in. It rapidly took 
the place of food for stock, and became a 
familiar article of commerce on the streets. 
It came to maturity after other crops had 
been harvested and was regarded, as it 
really was, as a second crop, which made 
better returns in cash than did the one 
which preceded it. To encourage this in- 
dustry The Herald offered a prize of $100 
for the best crop of hay raised in 1895, 
which led to Hay day on the 9th of No- 
vember of that year. The sight presented

| Couneliman's Cuiberson's Measure Meets

RIDERS ARE OPPOSED TO IT 


Say the Provisions Are Impracticable 


and Could Never Be Enforced. | 


MANY WHEELMEN EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS 


Mayor Collier Sees Only One Redeem- 
ing Feature in the Whole 
Ordinance. 


1 


Councilman Hubert Culberson’s ordinance 
introduced in council Monday afternoon for 
regulating the speed and requiring lamps 
and bells on all bicycles, has caused a howl 
of disapproval among some of the most 
prominent riders, 

The wheelmen are opposed to the meas- | 
ure almost to a unit. They believe it is 
not only impracticable, but that if such a 
law were adopted it’ would: destroy the 
Sport in Atlanta. The general consensus 
of opinion seems to be the measure will 
never pass council, — 

The wheelmen say the clause in the or- 
dinance requiring them to keep at least 
six feet from all cars and vehicles is ab- 
surd,. It would be impossible to obey it for 
innumerable reasons. Many take excep- 
tion to the bell clause and many io the 
lantern clause, and all seem to think it 
would be impossible to maintain the slow 
speed of six miles an hour within the ra- 
dius of a mile of the union depot. A man 
walking covers distance at that rate of 


speed. 

It Is argued that the purchase of lanterns 
would unnecessarily put the wheelmen to a 
great expense, causing an expenditure of 
something like $10,000 in Atlanta for this 
purpose alone, as a first-class lantern can- 
not be purchased for less than $5. 

The wheelmen also say lanterns are im- 
practicable in Atlanta, as the rough bel- 
gian blocks tend to destroy them. One 
rider said yesterday it was impossible to 
keep the lamps lighted, or in position when 


. riding over the street pavements. 


Councilman Culberson’s meassure goes to 
the ordinanee committee at their next 
regular meeting. 

What the Riders Have To Say. 

Mr. Harry Stockdell, who, as president 
of the cycle path, represents about 200 
riders, was very decided in his views 
against the proposed reform, 

*"T do not think,’’ said he, “Councilman 
Culberson’s ordinance is suited to »neet the 
requirements of Atlanta wheelmen. It 
would be simply impossible to maintain a 
speed of six miles an hour riding with any 
enjoyment and safety. I am also cpposed 
te the lantern feature, for there ‘s not 
only no necessity for them, but it would 
be entirely too great an expense, involving 
the expenditure of fully $9,000, end the 
riders cannot afford it. 

“The bell clause is all right. I think 
every wheelman ought to give some warn- 
ing at every crossing. The six feet from 
any vehicle or car, though, is impracticable. 
Three feet, I think, would be sufficient.” 

What Captain (Gay Thinks. 

“The purpose of Mr. Culberson,” said 
Captain Edward 8. Gay, “‘is all right, but 
I think his ordinance is entirely too strin- 
gent. It would be impossible to keep a 
distance of six feet from all vehicles and 
cars. The speed of six miles an hour is 
also entirély too slow. I aim nota fast ! 
rider—in fact, ride very slowly, and my ! 
average time on Peachtree street is twelve 
miles an hour. I do not think there is any 
use for a lamp at nights at all, unless a 
rider is out of the city, where legislation 
would be of no use. A penacea is needed 
for accidents, but this ordinence, in my | 
opinion, is entirely too strong.’’ 


Colonel Hemphill on Bikes. 


Colonel W. A. ‘Hemphill was perhaps 
more lenient than any with the proposed 
reform, 

» “I think,” said he, “the ordinance is all 
right with the exception of the six feet 
from all vehicles clause. Instead cf put- 
ting this six feet from all cars andi alll 
vehicles, let it be cars only. ‘“here is 
where the danger lies. Unless this change 
is made I think the clause impracticable. 
The other sections, I think, are good.” 

Mr. Peel Opposed To It, 

“I am not in favof of Mr. Culberson’s 
idea,”’ said Mr. W. L. Peel. “His ordinance 
is entirely impracticable. The six feet 
from all vehicles section could never be 
obeyed, and with our well lighted streets 
a lantern at night is entirely unnecessary. 
The six mile rate of speed could probably 
be maintained. The bell clause is good, 
but I do not think there is any necessity 
for ringing at every corner.” 

Mr. Linton Hopkins’s Views. 

“If that ordinance is passed,”’ said Mr. 
Linton’ Hopkins, “you might as well do 
away with the whole sport. There would 
be no more pleasure in cycling in Atlan- 
ta and I don’t believe it would ever be 
possible to enforce the law, Bicycles are 
nothing more than vehicles, and should be 
governed by the same restrictions. It would 
be simply impossible to keep six feet away 
from all cars and vehicles.” 


Mr. Thornton Kicks, Too. 

“I think it would bé impossible to obey 
Mr. Culberson’s ordinance,” said Mr. E. 
H. Thornton, “for no man, and especially 
no woman, however good a rider he may 
be, can avoid going within six feet of ve- 
hicles and cars in the center. of the city. 
I appreciate Mr. Culberson’s intention, but 
he evidently has never been a bicycler,”’

SAYS THEY SWORE FALSELY 


He Will Swear Out Warrants for Gil- 
bert and Quarterman When the 
Board Announces Decision. 


A western paper says that the railroads 
“have egain banded themselves together 
for the making and maintenance of rates 
and to stifle competition.” 

There is nothing in the agreement of 
the southeastern freight or passenger as- 
sociations which stifles competition. Every 
road is free to make any rate it pleases 
and if roads choose to charge rates which 
will produce profit rather than loss it is 
business. Railway managers are trying to 
maintain the old rates because they know 
that demoralization now would be ruinous. 
if a rate war were to come the executive 
officers could not get together and agree 
to restore rates. The supreme court’s de- 
cision is not considered sound law by many 
able lawyers and judges and a reversal or 
modification is looked for when the Joint 
Trafiic Association’s case is heard next 
fall. 

In England freight rates are just about 
doube the average rates on American 
roads and on the continent of Europe the 
freight rates are almost as high as in 
England. General Horace Porter said in 
1891 that freight charges in the United 
States are only five-eighths as high as the 
rates in Burope and on the continent the 
population is far more dense than it is in 
the United States. 

The railroads in the United States are 
the most cheaply operated in the world, 
the charges are the lowest in the world 
and they pay very little interest on the 
money invested. The countries which own 
and operate railroads have the highest 
freight charges and pay the lowest wages. 
In the United States, where the roads are 
under private ownership, the low rates are 
accompanied by low wages. As rates fall 
wages decrease and employees are laid off. 
In Enginad engineers get from $1.20 to $1.87 
and firemen get from 75 cents to $1.12 per 
day. The same labor in this country gets 
from three to five times that amount. 

If a rate war should break out in Ameri- 
ca retrenchment would quickly follow and 
the wages of labor would suffer.

But all this strong testimony in rebuttal, 
and the chance Veal stands for acquittal 
and exoneration, have not appeased his 
anger toward the men who he says swore 
falsely against him. 

It is probably that just as soon as the 
board of health announces its decision 
Veal will proceed to a justice court and 
swear out warrants against Gilbert and 
Quarterman. He will do everything in his 
power to convict them. 

The stenographer who took the evidence 
in the trial has* not yet finished his man- 
uscript, and there is no telling when the 
board will render its decision. It has 
held no meeting since the trial was finish- 
ed, but a decision is expected the latter 
part of this week.

COLONEL BUCK HAD A HAND 


It Was He Who Presented the Matter 
to the War Department. 


THE ATLANTA MINISTERS ARE VICTORIOUS 


Through Their Efforts the Question 
Was Fought and Carried to 3 
Washington. 


The fine Italiam hand of Colonel Buck hag 
come to play in a peculiar manner. 

It has put a stop to the playing of base- 
ball on Sunday at Fort McPherson, and the 
games Which have been going on at the 
barracks on the Sabbath have, therefore, 
beem ordered by the war department to 


be stopped. 

The movement against the Sunday games 
was started by the Ministers’ Evangelical 
Association of Atlanta. Last month the 
matter was called to the attention of the 
alliance by Dr. R. V. Atkisson, who pointed 
out in an emphatic way the evils of the 
practice, showing that large crowds went 
out from the city every Sunday; that as a 
rule, an objectionable class of people were 
at the garrison on that day; that by the 
yelling amd noise the whole place was dis- 
turbed. 

Following the suggestion of Dr. Atkisson, 
came the appointment of a committee 
consisting of Dr. Atkisson, Dr. Heidt and 
Dr. Landrum, for the purpose of consult- 
ing with Major Porter, acting commanding 
officer, in regard to the question. This com- 
mittee waited on the major, but for some 
re2zson no action was taken. 

The ministers ‘then conceived a new 
scheme. A letter was written to Colonel A. 
E. Buck, who at the time was in Waaghing- 
ton, asking his co-operation in the matter, 
and presenting in a lengthy and emphatio 
way what they termed the evils resulting 
from the games. 

A reply was recelved immediately from 
Colonel Buck, stating that he would call 
upon the secretary of war personally and 
press the matter. It appears, however, that 
Secretary Alger was not in when Colonel 
Buck called, and the matter was presented 
to his assistant. 

‘{ heard nothing more of the matter,” 
said Dr. Atkisson yesterday, “until this 
morning, whem I understood that an order 
had been received at the fort preventing 
any more games.

Bucket-Shops---Big and Little. 
The New York World calls attention 
to the fact that the raid on the bucket- 


shops in that city leads right into the | 


stock exchange, and that it is likely to 
involve in criminal prosecutions zome of 
the. more “respectable” bankers and 
brokers, as well as the small fry swind- 
lers. 

It was inevitable that any serious raid 
on bucket-shops in New York city would 
lead straight into the sinktum-sanktum 
of the mother of bucket-shops—the stock 
exchange—but we have our doubts about 
the criminal prosecutions. We have no 
doubt that the situation in New York is 
much the same as it is in Georgia. A ne- 
gro or a poor white man who steals a 
chicken or a loaf of bread is railroaded 
to the pententiary. But when a man 
who can command money or social in- 
fluence steals thousands, or breaks a 
bank, he is able to laugh at the law. 

There is not a bucket-shop in all the 
land that is not worked on the basis of 
the New York stock exchange. There has 
never been an operation carried to com- 
pletion in any bucket-shop in the coun- 
try that has not been duplicated on a 
larger scale over and over again in the 
big bucket-shop in New York. Theterm 
“stock exchange” is more respectable 
perhaps than “bucket-shop,” but the 
methods and machinery of both are pre- 
cisely the same. 

The members of the stock exchange 
are not pursuing the bucket-shops in 
the interest of honesty and fair dealing. 
Far from it. They are trying to crush 
out the smaller concerns because they 
have become sO numerous as to take trade 
and business away from the big bucket- 
shop operated by “respectable” bankers, 


‘brokers and speculators. 


The World inquires why the stock ex- 
change doesn’t reform itself from the 
inside—protect the public from the dis- 
honesty and rapacity of its own mem- 
bers and its own methods before it goes 
out into the highways trying to reform 
the small bucket-shops. The answer is 
very simple. It must be perfectly obvi- 
ous to all who have knowledge of the 
methods of the stock exchange that re- 
form is not what it is after. It is mere- 
ly trying to crush out a swarm of com- 
petitors which have borrowed .its meth- 
ods, and, on a smaller scale, duplicated its 
machinery. 

A few obscure bucket-shop managers 
may be punished, but the “respectable” 
bankers and brokers of the stock ex- 
change, hereafter, as heretofore, will go 
unmolested. 


A Ridiculous Suggestion. 

A suggestion made with perfect seri- 
ousness on the day of General Grant’s 
memorial obsequies in New York last 
week by one of the leading citizens of 
the metropolis, has attracted widespread 
attention. 

Briefly stated, the suggestion made by 
the New Yorker is that the body of Gen- 
eral Washington, which has rested peace- 
fully on the slopes of the Potomac river 
for nearly one hundred years, be taken 
up from its place of sepulture at Mount 
Vernon and reinterred with imposing 
ceremonies on the banks of the Hudson. 

The audacity of such a proposition! 
Not only did General Washington crave 
the privilege of sleeping in his native 
state, but expressly desired to rest on the 
slopes of the Potomac. Moreover, the 
surroundings of the place are redolent 
with the associations of his life, for who 
can think of Mount Vernon without re- 
calling its illustrious owner? Not more 
than fourteen miles distant on the oppo- 
site banks of the river is the city of 
Washington; and if any place, other than 
Mount Vernon, is entitled to his dust, it 
is the nation’s capital. But even the 
claims of Washington must remain sec- 
ondary to those of the sacred spot which 
the Father of His Country himself se- 
lected. 

That New York, however, regards the 
suggestion as a most appropriate one is 
evident from the fact that several of her 
leading citizens, in recent interviews, 
have expressed themselves as heartily in 
favor of the removal. Indeed, Mayor 
Strong is the only prominent New York- 
er who is disposed to doubt the feasibility 
of the suggestion, and even the may- 
or himself is not averse to the idea of 


seeing General Washington’s body re-. 


moved to the banks of the Hudson. 

When the suggestion was brought to 
the attention of Governor O’Ferrall, of 
Virginia, a few days ago the chief exec- 
utive gave expression to his feelings in a 
most vigorous manner. “If there is a 
man in all Virginia,” said he, “who 
would favor such a proposition it 
would require the strongest electric light 
to find him. Washington belongs to Vir- 
ginia no less than to the union, and her 
right to his remains is paramount to all 
other states combined.” 

But why discuss the proposition? It 


is too absurd to be considered even for 
‘a moment. As well might the people of 


New York advocate the removal of

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Our American Lumber Supply. 

The chief of the forestry division of 
the agricultural. bureau states in a recent 
report that unless the yearly cutting of 
white pine ceases it will not be more 
than six years before the present. sup- 
ply is exhausted. 

This is a startling piece of informa- 
tion, .but coming with official sanction 
from the agricultural bureau of the Zov- 
ernment, it can hardly be doubted. Since 
1873 the states of Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota alone have furnished 83,- 
000,000,000 shingles, besides 154,000,000,- 
000 feet of lumber, while the entire coun- 
try has produced barely more than twice 
that quantity. There is now a marked 
scarcity of white pine lumber in these 
states, and, according to the report above 
referred to, there is not more than 100,- 
000,000,000 feet of lumber available at the 
present time throughout the entire 
northern forest. Within the last few 
years the demand for white pine lum- 
ber has been greater than ever before, 
and from the figures above cited, it is 
evident that our national supply is rapid- 
ly diminishing. 

But there are still vast quantities of 
white pine timber in Georgia from which 
the market can be supplied for sometime 
to come; and as to the quality of this 
timber, it will bear favorable compari- 
son with that produced in any other sec- 
tion of the country. With the impov- 
erishment of the northern forest there 
will doubtless be opened in the near fu- 
ture a better market for southern lum- 
ber, and our farmers should look hope- 
fully toward the realization of this pros- 
pect. But after our southern supply is 
exhausted, then what? This question 
suggests the urgent importance of pre- 
serving our national forest, and the only 
way to preserve it is to replant it con- 
stantly. Unless this is done countless 
evils will spring up within the next few 
years, of which a scarcity of lumber will 
be one of the very least.

saly. Says The Philadelphia Press: 

“What might have happened if Smolen- 
ski had been at Milouna instead of Reve- 
ni is perhaps idle to conjecture, but it 
might have meant. victory for the Greeks 
if the fleet had attacked Salonica with 
equal vigor. Since the fleet did not, it 
looks as if it may be true that the powers 
forbade the bombardment of § Salonica, 
Smyrna and Gallipoli, on the ground that 
these were ‘international positions.’ This 
explanation at least removes suspicion of 
Grecian honor and is credible. That the 
inaction of the eastern fleet hamstrung the 
Grecian cause is as certain as the inaction 
is inexplicable, unless the intervention of 
the powers be assumed.” .

_ Editor Constitution—General James Ogle- 
thorpe, the illustrious founder of Geor- 
giaa, was born in 1798, and doubtless the 
event will be duly celebrated in your state 
during the coming year. Aside from the 
renown which he achieved in Georgia, he 
had rendered his name imperishable in the 
old world, having served under Prince Eu- 
gene against the Turks. During the Scot- 
tish rebellion he had been made a major 
general. He served in parliament with 
more than ordinary distinction, and was 
noted for his learning and benevolence. 
How happily doth Pope allude to him: 
“One driven by strong benevolence of soul, 
Shall fly like Oglethorpe from pole to pole.” 

On one occasion while sitting at table 
with the prince of Wurtemberg the latter 
SO manipulated a glass of wine as to make 
& portion of its contents fly into General 
Oglethorpe’s face. The prince intended 
it as a joke, but the general promptly 
threw a bumper of wine into the prince’s 
face, remarking, ““‘We do it in this way in 
England.’’ The prince soon became recon- 
ciled when he reflected that he had been 
the rollicking aggressor. 

His companions in London were Dr. 
Johnson, the lexicographer; Dr. Goldsmith, 
the painter; Reynolds and Garrick. He was 
at all times.the patron of Uterature and 
the arts. All Georgians will doubtless be 
glad to honor the two hundreth anniver- 
sary of the humane and intrepid James 
Ogletiiorpe.

GRO TOOK HIS BELONGINGS. 


He Is Disgusted with the Negro Race, 
but Will Make an Effort To 
Get His Things. 


Willits J. Marshall, an Indian who con- 
ducts a shoe shop at 43 Fraser street, is 
thoroughly disgusted with the negro race 
and vows that he will have nothing more 
to do with them as long as it is his good 
fortune to remain upon this earth. 

The cause of this determination on the 
part of Marshall is domestic troubles which 
have recently caused him some worry and 
no little amount of ifigonvenience. 

Marshall, according to his own story, 
came to Atlanta during the Cotton States 
and International exposition. He hailed 
from South Carolina and came here with 
the great tide of humanity that turned its 
face toward Atlanta during the exposition.

He 
has a finely-shaped nose and dark, flashing 
eyes. 

In one corner of his mouth is seen a long- 
stem pipe which he puffs incessantly. His 
watch chain is made of pretty beads and 
his vest and cravat are adorned with beau- 
tiful Indian workmanship. On his head he 
wears a large white sombrero. 

Marshall says that before he left South 
Carolina he met a colored woman who told 
him her former husband was dead. He 
brought her to Atlanta with him and they 
have been living here together since. He 
has conducted his shoe shop and she has 
attended to the domestic affairs. 

Peace did not remain long and with the 
interferenee of others and on her own ac- 
count the woman left a day or so assy 
carrying with her all that was in the 
house. Marshall says she carried a aum- 
ber of articles that belonged to him. 

He says he has found out since that her 
husband is alive and believes that this is 
so. He says he will have nothing more to 
do with her or any other negro. He will 
try and obtain his belongings that she car- 
ried away, but will not try and induce her 
td return. 

Marshall talks excellent English and has 
a quiet manner. His dark eyes flash, how- 
ever, when he tells of his troubles and 
when ‘the says he is done with the negro 
race for all time to come his expression 
shows that he means what he says. 

He is related to an Indian chief, who 
was his first cousin. He comes of an ex- 
cellent Indian family and is prominent 
among his people. He says that with his 
cousin he will probably go t6 fie reserva- 
tion in Oklahoma. He talks interestingly 
of the Indian and is true to his race.

the sixty-first article of war, which pro- 
Vides that should any officer of the United 
States army be found guilty of conduct un- 
becoming an officer and gentleman he shall 
be dismissed from the service. The specifi- 
cations are to the effect that the accused 
had published in The Constitution a state- 
ment that he was not and never had been 
engaged to Miss Nina Romeyn, which, it 
is charged; was utterly false in every de- 
tail. The statement, it is claimed, was 
made with the solicitatfon and at the in- 
stigation of Lieutenant Bamford, who 
sought to injure the young lady he spoke 
of. 

Another tinteresting story that came to 
light yesterday is that Captain Romeyn 
has been selected by the Chilean govern- 
ment to take charge of the exhibit of that 
country at the Centennial exposition in 
Nashville. 

Captain Romeyn is to take charge im- 
mediately upon his retirement, the Ist of 
June. In the meantime Miss Nina Romeyn, 
the bright and attractive daughter of the 
captain, Is in charge of the exhibit and 
will remain in sole control until the ar- 
rival of her father. 

The appointment of Captain Romeyn to 
this responsible position gives some idea 
of the standing of the grizzled old officer 
among the diplomats at Washington and 
also with the senior officers of the army. 
The selection of Romeyn was made by 
the Chilean minister at the suggestion of 
one of the ranking officers of the army, 
whose name is withheld at this time for 
obvious reasons. 

Bamford Charges No Surprise. 

There is very little surprise attached to 
the fact that charges have been preferred 
against Lieutenant Bamford, but it was 
thought they would be on an entirely dif- 
ferent line than that which has been 
taken. It was generally believed that the 
charges would refer to the conduct of the 
lieutenant before the affair between Cap- 
tain. Romeyn and Lieutenant O’Brien oc- 
curred. For reasons best known to him- 
self, however, the accuser in the case has 
confined the charges to the later incident. 

The charges refer wholly and entirely to 
the interesting acticle published in The 
Constitution a day or so after the court- 
martial convened, in which Lieutenant 
Bamford told the full story of the case as 
viewed by him and in which he positively 
denied that an engagement ever existed 
between himself and Captain Romeyn's 
daughter. The dashing young lieutenant 
told of many decidedly interesting points 
in the matter, which were then printed for 
the first time. 

Captain Romeyn charges that the state- 
ment made by Lieutenant Bamford was 
utterly false. The specifications state that 
on a certain date in April Lieutenant Frank — 
E. Bamford, Fifth infantry, did leave the 
garrison of Fort McPherson, go to The 
Constitution office in Atlanta and there 
make certain false and malicious state- 
ments and request that they be published. 
It is then declared that the engagement 
did exist and can be so proved, thus show- 
ing Bamford’s story to be without founda- 
ton. 

Are in General Merritt’s Hands. 

The charges have been forwarded by the 
post commander at McPherson to General 
Merritt, in command of the department of 
the east, but it is not probable action will 
be taken in the matter until the present 
courtmartial, and the feeling it tas 
aroused in the unhappy regiment, has pess- 
ed into history. It is a well-known fact

It is an assured fact, however, that Bam- 
ford will be tried sooner or later, for after 
Captain Romeyn's retirement he will be in 
@ better position than ever to push the 
case. He will then act directly in touch 
With the adjutant general of the army, 
and his éommunications will not be delayed 
by having to pass through the hands of 
post commanders or such officers. 
Captain Romeyn’s New Place. 

The announcement of Captain Romeyn’s 
appointment as sole custodian of the 
Chilean exhibit at Nashville will be in the 
nature of a surprise to hig many friends in 
Atlanta, the army and throughout the 
country. “Captain Romeyn is well fitted for 
the duties that will devolve upon him and 
will no doubt take great pride in making 
the exhibit of Chile one of the most popular 

t the big exposition. 

The Chilean government has taken great 
pains in the collection of its exhibit and 
the people of the prosperous little South 
American country have made a highly 
creditable, display. When the exhibit was 
first contemplated the Chilean minister at 
Washington was instructed to secure the 
services of some capable retired army 
Officer to take cliarge. The minister con- 
ferred with a high official of the army on 
the subject, and he at once advised the 
appointment of Captafh Romeyn. The 
captain was handicaped by not being placed 
on the retired list until June, but despite 
this he was chosen for the post. 

Then came the courtmartial and the con- 
sequent confinement to the garrison. In 
this emergency Captain Romeyn’s loyal 
daughter came to the front and as soon 
as she had testified in the courtmartial left 
for Nashville and assumed contro! of her 
father’s position. It is not believed the 
sentence of the courtmartial, no matter 
what it may be, will in any way affect 
Captain Romeyn either in his retiring or 
his connection with the Chilean display. 

Colonel Guenther, Captain Merrill and 
Judge Advocate Carbough are the only 
members of the famous courtmartial re- 
maining in the city. All the other Officers 
left during yesterday for their various 
stations to assume their respective duties 
and enter again into the Hfe of a well-con- 
ducted post. The three officers in the city 
will leave at noon today.

RATES AND FIXED CHARGES. 


Thirty Dollars Lost in Revenue to One 
Saved in Interest. 


By refunding and consolidating the ralil- 
roads have been enabled to save some 


momey, but rates have declined so much f 


more rapidly than the expenses and inter- 
est charges that the investor gets less 
than ever. The last report of the Massachu- 
setts railroad commission shows that 
twenty-five years ago, in 1871, the average 
rate of interest paid was 6.42 per cent, while 
today the average is 4.77. per cent. This 
means a reduction in annual Interest on 
the outstanding debt of $2,181,339. 

But against this is to be set the decrease 
of 29 per cent in passenger rates in that 
same period, and of 59 per cent in freight 
rates. Had the railroads of Massachusetts 
obtained the same rates in 1896 for the bus- 
iness dome that they received in 1891, they 
would have been better off by $65,445,041: 

As The Railway Age puts it, ‘In that 
atate and every other state the users of 
the railways are receiving vastly more ben-

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WAKE NEW MOVE 


Citizens of Stone Mountain Ask 
for a Restraining Order 


FILED YESTERDAY MORNING 


Judge Candler Will Hear the Petition 
This Morning, 


DON'T WANT COURTHOUSE AT DECATUR 


And Their Petition Asks That Ordi- 


nary Ragsdale Be Restrained 
from Opening Bids for Con- 
struction---Bids ‘Will 
Be in Today. 


A new and important move was made in 
the DeKalb county courthouse site matter 
yesterday. 

It came in the shape of a bill of injunc- 
tion against Ordinary Ragsdale, of DeKalb 
county, and it raises an entirely new ques- 
tion in the war between the Decatur people 
and those who want the county site chang- 
ed to Stone Mountain. 

The bill was filed with Judge Candler 
yesterday morning by Glenn & Rountree 
and Colonel Wimpy, represeiting the pe- 
titioners, who are as follows: C. H. Wells, 
J. A. Campbell, J. O. Wells, Charles L. 
Summey, R. M. Thompson, J. C. Pounds, J. 
L. Rankin, G. R. Wells, M. P. King and 
John F. McCurdy, who bring the petition 
against W. M. Ragsdale, ordinary of the 
county of DeKalb. 

The petition is to secure an injunction 
against Ragsdale to prevent him from 
building the new courthouse at Décatur, 
as he is proceeding to do, The petitioners 
ask that the ordinary be enjoined from go- 
ing to such a useless expense, as he con- 
templates and which he is already prepar- 
ing to make. 

A Hearing This Morning. 

Judge Candler read the petition yesterday 
and set this morning at 7:30 o'clock as the 
time to hear the cage. 

The petition shows that on October 24th 
of last year a petition signed by two-fifths 
of the tax payers of the county was pre- 
sented to Ordinary Ragsdale, praying that 
an election be ordered, submitting to the 
qualified voters the question of removal of 
the county site from Decatur to Stone 
Mountain. 7 

Ordinary Ragsdale ordered the election to 
be held on December 2d. In pursuance of 
the order, the election was held on the 
day named. The result of the election was 
that 975 votes were cast, of which number 
814 were in favor of the removal of the 
county site from Decatur to Stone Moun- 
tain and 160 votes were against the re- 
moval. 

Petitioners allege that this was more 
than two-thirds of the qualified voters of 
the county, and that the election was over- 
whelmingly in favor of removing the site 
to Stone Mountain by a larger majority 
than was required by the constitution of 
the state of Georgia. 

But One Thing Needed. 

Petitioners further allege that all that re- 
mains to be done to carry into effect the 
vote of the people is for the secretary of 
state to issue his certificate for the elec- 
tion, as prescribed by law, upon which 
certificate the next legislature will provide 
for the removal of the site by proper and 
appropriate legislation, 

It is further alleged that after the re- 
sult of the election was determined, Ordi- 
nary W. M. Ragsdale, upon his own motiou 
and without the step being recommended 
by the grand jury, decided to erect a new 
courthouse at Decatur on the site of the 
present courthouse there, the new temple 
of justice to cost $25,000. Petitioners claim 
that in pursuance of his determination, the 
defendant has advertised in terms of law 
for bids for the erection and full comple- 
tion of a new courtliOuse in the town of 
Decatur, and that the bids are to be opened 
at 10 o’clock on Wednesday morning, the 
5th day of May, which is this morning. A 
copy of the advertisement for bids is at- 
tached on the petition. In the advertise- 
ment the ordinary promises to pay for the 
work on the building as it progresses.

Lot No. 5 consisted of the accounts of the 
hotel. The bidding was lively and amus- 
ing, but the accounts were soid at the low 
ligure of $41.60, Mr. A. H. Cox being the 
purchaser. When the accounts were offer- 
ed for sale, Mr. Joe Thompson, of the Kim- 
ball house, asked if the accounts were 
made by persons who had left the hotel.
